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Further Correspondence on the San 
Juan Question. 

FottT VA-Koouvsn, W. T., 
lOth May, 1860. 

Brig. Gon. Hauney, U. S. A., 

Commanding Dept. Oregon, Vancouver, W. T. 

Sir, — I beg leave to address you on the subject 
of the recent occupation of San Juan Islanil by 
Americin troops, in which niy name has been so 
fiecly and unwarrantably made use of, and to give 
the most unqualified contradiction to the part attri- 
buted by you and others to me, as having given 
occasion to that act. 

I can come to no other conclusion, but that you 
were imposed upon, in making and acting upon the 
statements contained in your letters of 7th, 8th, 
25th and 21)th August, to the Adjutant General, to 
Governor Douglas ou the 6th August, to Captain 
Pickett on 18th July, and to General Scott on lOtli 
July. 

1. Thoagh the son-in-law of Governor Douijlas, 
I have no connection with, nor influence whatever 
in, the affairs of Governnient ; nor lias he any 
interest, directly or indirectly, in the alfairs of the 
Hudson's Day Company ; "on the contrary, the 
respective interests under our caie are rather con- 
flicting and antagonistic. 

2. It has been freoucntly stated that I am a 
member of Council of Victoria. ' Thta is not the 
case. I bold no office, honorary or otherwise, 
under the Crown or Colonial Governor. 

3. I am not a Chief Factor in the service of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, as has been stated, but a 
Director of the Company, and President of Coun- 
cil in North America. 

4. I never visited the Island of San Juan in any 
man-of-war. .Mv arrival ihi-rc un tin' iiftiTiiuon of 
the day upon whirli Cutler co;:;tiiitU'd ihe trespass, 
was purely accidental. 1 landed from the Cmn- 
panv's steamer licavcr, used solclv for purposes 
of trade, accompanied by two I'riciids. Next day, 
accompanied in additi(m by Chief Trader Grillin, 
our aijent upon the Island, we took the opportu- 
nity, in passing Cutler's hut, or tent, to call upon 
him. I remonstrated with him in regard to his 
otfence, which . he admitted, offering to pay the 
value Of. the. animal killed, which was not acccp-cd. 
No demand of $100, or any other sum of money, 
was made upon him, nor did I threaten to appre- 
lienil him, or taUe him to Victoria. On the cun- 
trary, I st'ted distinctly that I wns a jirivai,- 
individual, and could not interfcr^^ with hini. I 
have I'ortunateiv three unimpeachable witnesses to 
prove this. (Sutler was perhaps alarmed at seeing 
four of UK apiiroach him on liorseback, and con- 
sciiuis cf being In the wrun),', not imiiaturally took 
it for j;ranted we had cune to si ok ri'paralinii. 
,\fler Bonie further general talk, in the course of 
which Cutler threatened to shoot an/ more of our 
animals that might interfere with Dim. we rode 
away, and the only further notice taken of the affair 
by ma. was in a conversation held with Governor 
Donglai, when I suggested to him to appeal to the 
authorities of Washington Territory, requesting 
them to restrain their citizens on .San Juan Island 
from committing furllier trespusses. He declined 
to adopt my suggestion, and the matter dropped. 

!), (-'utier did not use any thrc-at to me, and I 
Rave him no cau-e to do so. Wh:it has been dij<- 
nified by the name of his "farm," coiislsled of a 
very small patch of piilatnes, partially fenced on 
Ihiec sides, and entirely open on the (oiirlh. Tlii^ 
hoar was shot in the ndj'iiiiini< forest With a 
etcpck ol A, ()()') sheep, and a number of horses, 
cattle, pigs, etc., it will be apparent to you that it 
would have been iinpo.ssible for lis to restrain any 
of these animals from committing depredations on 
sach " f.ii ns" as Cutler's. The loss and annoy- 
onoe occasioned to us by squatters in the midst of 
our sheep runs, must be also equally apparent. 
Under circumstances of great provoeatlon, the 
utmost forbearance has been tnTsriably exercised 
by the Hudson Bay Company towards American 
squatters nnd others. 

6. The Hudson Day Company has never threat- 
ened to stir up the Nortliorii Iniliatis against Amer- 
ican citizens on San Juan Island, or elsewhere. 
Oil Ihe contrary, we have nliv.ivs iMUtmiii il them 
to treat .\niericaii citizens ii> I'li'M"!-. and hrutl.cro. 
'I'he policy of the Hudson lliy Cumpany has been 
always a peaceful one. 

7. 1 caiiioit, IV, you stale, iiin a British ship of 
war without Iho authority of Governor Douglas, or 
the Biitish Admiral, nor have 1 done so, or ever 
•Itcmpxed aiiyllilng of Iho kind. No British ship 
of war Iru to my knowledge taken ilio slightest 
superviblon over the affair of the Hudson Bay 
Company. 

8. liiyourUtter of the 20th of August to the 
Adjiilint Oenoiol, you sttT : "A llritisli miin of 
war lands Mr. Uiillns, tlio Chief i acior oi I'le 
Iludsuu liar Company, who iibune i um; of our

junior, and Lj-man A. Cutlor, I find it certified 
that I landed from the Hudson Bay Company s 
steamer "Beaver." I also find in a memorial to 
yourself, from the American citizens, resident on 
San Juan on the 10th of July, the memorialists 
otate that but for the timely aid of the Hudson 
Bay Company, the United Sates Inspector would 
have fallen a victim to the savage designs of the 
Indians. Sueli is the mMincr in which the accu- 
sations brought against mo are substantiated. 

9 I cannot <;onclude without taking notice of a 
letter from TaMl K. Hubbs, of Port Townsend, 
under date 3rd of September, addressed to the 
President of the United States, in which he states 
that Governor Douglas is the Chief Director of 
the Hudson Bay Company. This is, ns I have 
already stated, utterly untrue. Another portioii 
of Mr. Hubb's unintelligible letter, in so far a.s I 
can understand it, states that tho Hudson Bay 
Company, with half-a-dozcn armed steamers, did 
hand and go to tho man " that shot the boar, nnd 
that "five of them" (the steamers I presume) 
"cottld not take him, but threatened to send the 
Plumper, a British frigate for him." The " Plum- 
per" is a small and well-known surveying bark, 
and this whole statement is too absurd to require 
refutation. It Is only the fact of the letter of a 
private individual containing some statements as 
false as others aiounintciigiblc, having been ad- 
dressed to the President of the United SUtcs, and 
circulated by him, which induces me to notice it 
at all. , . ,, 

As the representative cf a largo public com- 
pany, I feel compelled to come forward thus em- 
phatically, to contradict the misstatements and 
accusaiions which have been so repeatedly and 
titcnsivcly circulated regarding the company and 
myself. I have endeavored to do so as cautiously 
as emphatic denial would admit, and with the 
viev,' also vif Kiaoving Itotn your niiiid any mis- 
apprehension which might still exist, under a 
complication of circumstances in regard to which 
you have evidently been misinformed.

EsTEEMKU Sik:— I find that we have some dis- 
appointed or annoyed gentlemen (by the recent 
movement q&vGennral? Harney) that are pulling 
tho letter of Governor Douglas in reply to that of 
General Harney. 

The General, it seems, did not say in hi.s letter 
anything relative to Ihe inroads and murders com- 
mi'tled by the Northern Indians, but confined him- 
self to the immediate subject jof-.ttdefj' that of 
threatened taking of an American'oltlMn tO Victo- 
ria for trial. 

How beautifully the Gavcrnor, in his reply, 
"finesses" out (if. In substance, he jays that 
" the government did not threaten," etc., all of 
which is true, theoretically; but parti.ally, the 
Hudson Bay Company, with hUf-a-dorcn armed 
steamers, the government Governor being the 
head of the Company, and his son-in-law, Mr. 
Dallas, the Chief Director, nnd the power that 
practie.-iUy moves the Hudson Bay Company and 
the Governor, did land and go to "the man that 
shot the boar," and thri;alen to take him on board 
their steamer (not the (^overnnu nt steamer, but 
that of the Hudson Hay Company) to Victoria; 
and finding they (five of them) could not do it, 
left with athrcat to send the " Plumper," a IJritish 
government frigate, for him, and, as I am reliably 
informed, did afterwards put the magistrate on the 
Islaii l who sent three times after him, every time 
being watched by our peace officers and posse with 
reliance on our gcvernment officers and men.

In other countries, statesmen, rips in 
years and experience, with every informa- 
tion as to the financial condition of their 
country before them, are often puzzled to 
shape the annual budget so as not to be 
burdensome to the people. Here, however, 
the maiden statesmen who occupy the gov- 
ornmeiit benches, vote .£800 a year for half 
the time of a G.)vetiior, and jCSOO for a Chief 
Justice — are prepareil to vote on till Xiri.OOO 
are voted away, with contingencies amount- 
ing to £9,000 more ; and yet thoy are with- 
out a particle of information as to th'e.fi^oal^ 
condition of the country, with th«'lantl8''and 
minerals still ownedji by the H. B. Co , and 
not one of thero knows whether the lands 
and minerals will be transferred to the Im- 
perial Government this year or in 1870, or if 
ever to the colony. Such men are certainly 
models; but not models worthy of imita- 
tion. 

Never, in the history of England's fifty 
ct.lonies, were there such a reckless disre- 
gtrd of the public weal displayed ; and 
l.cvcr, pcrhapr, '.vi!! there be again, wh^n 
:r.e Obstructives, rank and file, are dis- 
n.aced. Some excuse could be made for 
British Columbia not providing withini£42,- 
000 of what was necessary to meet thai ex- 
penditure of 1858. The oiroumstances of 
that country were extraordinary ; everything 
wa» undeveloped, and everybody voaithe 
move. 

Very different is the case here. A health- 
ful feeling is visible in every department of 
•industry. The resources of thn country can 
be estimated J and its past liabilities ought 
to be known. Still, situated as" we are, an 
enormous liability must be shouldeied, with- 
out data or consideration ; every man's per- 
son and properly taxed to meet it ; and that 
by men without any experience— mere men 
of straw. 

Sixteen hundred pounds, or S8,000, have 
been voted for two officers, making to each 
inhabitant an annual tax of nearly $3 per 
head ; and yet this is only a nintb pa« of 
the levenue required, or the taxes' to be paid. 
That some public demonstration ought to be 
made is self-evident,— as it is utter folly to 
suppose that ihe Speaker and six members, 
out of thirteen, represer.t the country. One 
of the six, whose election whs secured by 
the shameful proceedinss ol the Guvitn- 
ment, deserted iiis position on llie Foster re.s- 
oluiion; anu'her lius no right to sit in tho 
House, and according; to his own admission 
a tommitlee of the House left a reneciion 
on hi.s eharaeter ; a third is a perfect mum- 
my ; a tourih is in the maris et for an; qffioe, 
(wo hope he'll get it): a fifth was alebted 
for Vieiori i through falsifying his principles, 
but with no ohanbe again ; thus leaving orily 
two, Hdlracken and ToUTjie, who can, with 
liny regard la Iruth, be said lo be elected by 
the unrestricted suffrages of a constituency. 

Even when all the government side are 
numbered— Speaker and all— there is only 
a majority of one. When he is in the chair, 
there is an exact balance in the vote.s,8o the 
casting vote devolves on him. With such a 
majority, so constituted, iiuiliiiig cuuM bn 
'more suicidal for the . ouiitry llian lo sull.,r 
six men of (sterling inlogrity, ability and 
wt'alth, having tho entire conlidenco ot the 
country, lo he c.erruled, and the best iiiler- 
cfitsoflho country retarded, and its credit 
jeopardized, without making a demonstra- 
lion tliat will strike terror Ip, the hearts of 
vvil-iloers.

house and Gov. Douglas' residence, was set 
upon by an Indian of the Slickeen tribe, 
and stabbed twice in tho back, and horribly 
gashed in the throat. Tlie little fellow, 
who had separated from his friends a mo- 
ment or two before, was found a short time 
afterwards lying bleeding on the ground : 
but the cowardly assassin had succeeded in 
making his escape. The wounded child 
was taken to his home in the afternoon, and 
attended by Drs. Trimble and Bailey, who 
kindly drejssed his wounds. We learn, 
however, thai there is no chance' for his re- 
covery, .TJhe.ninhuman perpetrator of the 
deed IS supposed lo have been actuated by a 
desire lo avenge thn death of the Slickeen 
half-breed boy, whose body with its throat 
cut, was found floating in the bay near the 
Songish encampment, about two weeks 
since. We are afraid we shall have many 
sucli damning deeds to clirooicle<berenfler, 
as the aiitliorities seem to wink' at their 
c omniistiion. 



Had to Cut and Run.— Wni. Hall, 
a waiter at the Royal Hotel, went on astraw- 
berry picking expedition, on Tuesday after- 
noon, on the Esiiuiinalt road. He bad not 
been long engaged picking the berries, wlien 
he WAS ordered to leave by a stalwart 
Indian, who declared that the fruit belonged 
lo bis tribe.
